4. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a method for forming an 
alignment structure comprising forming a via passage having a first depth at a selected 
level of a substrate, forming an alignment recess having a second depth greater than 
the first depth at the selected substrate level, forming a first metal over said selected 
substrate level within said via passage and within the alignment recess, said via 
passage is substantially filled with the first metal layer and the alignment mark is only 
partially filled by said first metal layer, forming a second metal layer over said first metal 
layer such that the alignment recess is completely fille, planarizingsaid second metal 
layer down to the substrate level forming a plug of the second layer material within the 
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alignment recess, and removing the plug so as not to substantially roughen the 
substrate surface.
